Devereaux’s office will remain 
open until 9 o’clock tonight and 
from 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. tomorrow 
and Wednesday.

All checks in. letters post- 
marked before midnight Thurs- 
day will be accepted for payment 
of the real estate tax without 
penalty, Devereaux announced, 

McNary, in announcing that 
he will recommend a change in 
the operation of the collector’s 
office, said the situation “‘is too 
serious a matter to let it become 
the subject of partisan political 
bickering.” 

“‘The recommendation will not 
be brought forth now for the 
sake of political expediency,”’ 
told: the Post-Dispatch. 

Wants Nonpartisan Plan. 

This was an apparent reference 
to a statement by Mrs. Lynn 
Wulfing, Republican Committee- 
woman from Clayton Township, 
who called on McNary to seek 
a non-partisan solution to ‘“‘this 
ridiculous situation which now 
exists.” 

In a letter to the supervisor, 
Mrs. Wulfing urged that the 
county collector, who is an elect- 
ed official, be appointed instead 
and that the post be designated 
as Director of Revenue. 

She urged that McNary take 
steps to assure that this change 
is placed on the ballot in the 
county at the election next 
November. 

Her recommendation for the 
change from an elected to. an 
appointive post also included a 
suggestion that the Director of 
Revenue be responsible for as- 
sessing, extending and collecting 
taxes. 

“One experienced man with 
trained permanent employes 
would remove once and for all 
the situation which now exists,” 
Mrs. Wulfing declared. 

Taxpayers to Be Fined. 

The letter continued: “‘Because 
of one incompetent official, tax- 
payers will be fined for delin- 
quent bills which they have’ not 
received.

SEATTLE, Dec. 28 (AP)—Two 


minutes pushed part of a crack

The Great Northern Railway’s 
Empire Builder, bound for Chi- 
cago with 188 passengers aboard, 
was about 30 minutes out of 
Seattle when the first slide 
struck. It derailed a four-unit 
diesel locomotive. 

Twenty minutes later, .with 

help already on the scene, an- 
other slide again slammed into 
‘the diesel units. 
It carried the diesel units and 
|a baggage-mail car out into the 
sound, A mail-dormitory car was 
left teetering on a seawall. 

Strung out along the tracks 
were six other cars, all derailed 
but still upright. Four Pullman 
cars and a diner stayed on the 
tracks. 

Coast Guard vessels based at 
Seattle had reached the scene 
before the second slide struck. 
four train crew members ran 
and managed to scramble into a 
Coast Guard boat seconds be- 
fore the earth and debris rum- 
bled across the tracks. 

About 700 feet of track was 
covered with debris up to '5 
feet deep. Some 650 feet of track 
was ripped up. 

Most seriously injured was 
Patrick H. Burns of Seattle, the 
engineer. He suffered a frac- 
tured shoulder.

HOLIDAY WEEKEND 

CHICAGO, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
There were 493 persons killed on | 
highways. in the 78-hour holiday 
period which started at 6 o’clock | 
Christmas eve and ended at mid- 
night Sunday. Late reports may 
boost the total. 

The 493 traffic fatalities meant 
there was an average of more | 
than six persons killed each hour | 
in the long holiday—or about one | 
every 10 minutes. 

In addition there were 43 killed | 
in fires and 73 who died in mis- 
cellaneous accidents for a total 
of 609. 

In advance of the holiday the 
National Safety Council had esti- 
mated 530 would be killed on 
highways. In a similar 78-hour 
non-holiday weekend about 370 
persons were killed on the roads. 
In the last three-day Christmas 
period in 1955, there were 609 
fatalities.

A hearing on whether or not 
to make public a report by the 
St. Clair county grand jury 
which investigated the East St. 
Louis police department will be 
held on Jan. 8, Circuit Judge 
Richard T. Carter said today. 

In an unusual ‘action, Judge 
Carter asked the Twentieth Cir- 
cuit’s other three judges to sit 
with him en banc at the hearing 
and decide whether to release 
the report. 

He also said he had appointed | 
two East St. Louis attorneys, 
Carl Lee and Edward Maag, to | 
take a position favoring sup- | 
pression of the grand jury’s re- 
port. The attorneys will argue 
for suppression at the Jan. 8 
hearing. 

State’s Attorney John J. Ho- 
ban of St. Clair county will 
argue the case for making public 
the report. 

Judge Carter suppressed the 
grand jury’s report, which has 
been described as highly critical 
of the East St. Louis Police De- 
partment. The judge said the re- 
port mentioned the names of 
various persons without return- 
ing true bills or no-true bills 
against them. 

Two Indicted. 

However, the grand jury did 
indict Police Commissioner Rus- 
sell T. Beebe and Capt. Trannie 
Polk of the East St. Louis Police 
Department for ‘‘palpable omis- 
sion of duty.”” Polk also was 
indicted for perjury. 

Hoban, who directed the jury’s 
investigation, has said that Judge 
Carter “had no right” to sup- 
press the report since it was 
made to the circuit court as a 
whole and not to any individual 
judge. 

Veteran court house observers 
said this was the first time with- 
in memory that the court had 
been asked to meet en banc. 
Judge Carter explained that he 
felt that ‘‘this is an important 
and grave matter and should 
have the benefit of the thinking 
of the entire court.” 

Judge Carter said the court’s 
decision must be based partly 
on what can properly be included 
in a grand jury report and what 
can properly be included in an | 
indictment. 

Hoban Informed. 


The judge informed Hoban of 
his plan for the hearing before 
court began today. 

Asked by a reporter for his re- 
action, Hoban said, “if that’s 
the way he wants to handle it, 
that’s all right with me. 

‘It’s a novel method of proce- 
dure. I never heard of an out- 
side: lawyer appointed by the 
court to determine whether a | 
grand jury report can be sup- 
pressed. I’ll be there, and I’ll be 
prepared.”

Report Led to Injunction. 


It was the three-man board’s 
October report of a “hopeless 
deadlock” that led the President 
to seek an injunction under the 
Taft-Hartley act to end the steel 
strike for a period of 80 days. 


The hearings being conducted 
here today and tomorrow by the 
presidential board is another of 
the formal steps required under 
Taft-Hartley procedures for 
emergency strike situations. 


The next step, following the 
report, will be a government- 
conducted poll of the 500,000 
stéel workers on acceptance of 
the steel companies’ “final of- 
fer.” This election would be held 
on Jan. 11-13. 

If the workers reject the offer 
of the steel companies, they will 
be free to resume their strike on 
Jan. 26. ' 

Report on Union’s Poll. 

David J. McDonald, president 
of the steel union, said earlier 
that 95 per cent of the members 


of his union are voting against 
acceptance of the industry’s 
offer for settlement. 


McDonald offered this report 
on a mail poll being conducted 
by the union among its 540,000 
members to sound out sentiment 
for the information of the union 
leaders preliminary to the official 
poll to be taken by the Govern- 
ment. 


The industry negotiators have 
proposed a wage and fringe 
benefit package which, they esti- 
mate, would bring total pay- 
ments of 30 cents an hour to 
workers over a three-year con- 
tract period. The union disputes 
this figure, asserting that the 
benefits would total only 22 to 24 
cents an hour over the three- 
year duration of the proposed 
contract. 

The union is holding out for a 
settlement patterned after the 
agreement worked out with the 
Kaiser Steel Corp., in late Octo- 
ber at the height of the 116-day 
strike. The Kaiser settlement, 
according to union estimates, 
provided wage and fringe bene- 


hour over a 20-month period. 
Spokesmen for the major steel 
companies estimate that 4 
Kaiser-type settlement would 
cost them up to 30 cents an 
hour for the short-term contract.

ILLINOIS PLANS 
6701. 400,000 IN 
HIGHWAY WORK 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 28 
(UPI)—Gov. William G. Stratton 
announced today a $201,400,000 
highway improvement program 
for Illinois in 1960. 

Stratton told a news confer- 
ence the total includes $117,600,- 
000 for projects on the interstate 
system and $83,800,000 for other 
highways. Of the total, $113,- 
700,000 comes from federal funds. 

The announced figure com- 
pares with the $300,000,000 pro- 
gram billed for this year. Both 
figures include construction and 
right-of-way purchase: costs.

A great-and lacerating conflict 


swirled @round the nation’s 
schools. The struggle between 
labor and management produced 
the longest steel strike in history. 


The -old issue of public-versus- 
private ownership of electric 
power came back into the arena. 
Juvenile delinquency, while dif- 
ficult to,measure with precision, 
apparently reached a new high 
in this 10-year period. 

And a wracking, agonizing is- 
sue began to form in the very 
dawn of the Fifties. 

On Feb. 9, 1950, a burly, black- 
haired man stood on a public 
platform in Wheeling, W. Va., 
and said to his audience, ‘I hold 
here in my hand...” 

He was Senator Joseph Ray- 
mond McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin. 

The paper in his hand, he said, 
contained a list of Communists 
‘‘working and making policy’ in 
the State Department. He said 
the Secretary of State knew 
these people. 

For five years, from that win- 
ter day in Wheeling to a roll call 
in the Senate at the end of 1954, 
McCarthy was seldom far from 
the center of the American 
stage, moving in the hot spot- 
light of terrible controversy. 

IN THIS PERIOD, new terms 
came into the American lexicon 
—McCarthyism,” ‘‘guilt by asso- 
ciation,” “loyalty risk,” ‘Fifth 
Amendment Communist.” 

His main theme, boiled down, 
was that “traitors” in govern- 
ment were shaping the. policies 
of the United States. It carried 
fearful implications by reason of/ 
the timing. This was the period, 
the early Fifties, when spies 
were being caught and convicted 
of passing American.weapons se- 
crets to Russia, when\Russia ac- 
quired the big bombs, and when 
the Communist menace was be- 
coming hourly more apparent. 

McCarthy never pinpointed the 
number of “known Communists” 
he said were in the State De- 
partment. At various times, he 
cited figures ranging from 5/7 to 
205, with other totals between. 

It was‘ McCarthy’s methods 
that shocked and infuriated many 
Americans. Many others, how- 
ever, felt the end justified the 
means. 

Five times, McCarthy and/or 
his accusations and operations 
stirred Senate investigations. 
Millions watched the televised 
proceedings in the “Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearings” of 1954. 

In the end, on Dec. 2, 1954, 
the Senate voted on a resolution 
which read in part that Mc- 
Carthy had “‘acted contrary to 
senatorial ethics and tended to 
bring the Senate into dishonor 
and disrepute, to obstruct ‘the 
constitutional processes of the 
Senate, and to impair its dignity; 
and such conduct is hereby con- 
demned.”’ 

In the roll call, 67 Senators 
voted ‘‘yea,”” and 22 “nay.” 

THE McCARTHY STORY is 
studded with exclamation points. 
Did it leave any deep imprints 
on American consciousness? 
Three apparent. 

1. Today, the Fifth Amend- 
ment is heard in courtrooms 
where, previously, it had seldom 
if ever been mentioned. Wit- 
nesses in actions ranging all the 
way from the McClellan Commit- 
tee on labor - and - management 
practices to criminal cases and 
divorce suits now “plead the 
Fifth.” 

2. It raised «questions about 
the role of Senate committees in 
conducting hearings to obtain in- 
formation presumably in. con- 
nection with writing needed legis- 
lation. 

3. It focussed public atten- 
tion on civil liberties as few other 
controversies ever did. 

“Now that it is over,” says 


Dr. Charles Frankel, professor | 
of philosophy at Columbia Uni- |, 


versity, “the McCarthy episode 
is probably a good thing. It made 
people aware of their liberties 
and the ways in which they can 
be threatened.”’ 

The McCarthy story had not 
yet ended before the next great 
storm began rumbling over 
America. 

ON MAY 17, 1954, the Supreme 
Court handed down a ruling in 
the case of Oliver Brown vs. the 
Board of Education of Topeka. 


Chief Justice Warren wrote in |*

AFTER COURT ORDERS, a 
Faubus - Eisenhower conference 
and mob riots, federal troops 
entered Little Rock Sept. 24. 

They rolled in trucks across 
the bridge at dusk.

- tionably he is right in gauging the sentiment 


of “those who will control the Republican 
convention.” Their instinct is to avoid the 
naaere struggle” that his candidacy would 
e : 

Party politicians always fret about massive 
struggles under the illusion that they weaken 
the party. Sometimes they may; but from 
the public point of view there is an offsetting 
gain. Issues cannot be sharply drawn and 
personalities clearly etched save in the vigor- 
ous clash of competing ambitions. It was 


precisely because Gov. Rockefeller promised ; 


to provide such a testing ground for the Re- 
publican party that his projected candidacy 
was so attractive. 

, He would have compelled the Eisenhower 
Administration to defend its record and poli- 


cies in open debate. He would have imposed — 


some restraints on the public relations men 
and the professional apologists who will now 
have a free hand in painting the Administra- 
tion picture the way they want the people 
to view it. He would have offered a reason- 
able choice to the many Republicans and 
the more independents who suspect that 
despite the peace and prosperity themes now 
to become rampant not all is truly well with 
our national position in a fiercely competitive 
world. 
* . * 

Gov. Rockefeller is justly subject to some 
recrimination from those who believed in him 
and were prepared to do battle for him. 
It can be said that he must have known from 
the start that winning the nomination would 


involve a massive struggle. Why did he dip- 


his toe in the water if- he was not ready to 
go all the way? It can be said that Dwight 
Eisenhower, facing roughly the same situa- 
tion with Senator Taft in late 1951 as the 
Governor faces with Vice President Nixon, 
might well have quit the fight then on the 
same grounds Mr. Rockefeller cites today. 
But Mr. Eisenhower went ahead to wrest con- 
trol of the organization from Taft, whereas 
Gov. Rockefeller has accepted defeat before 
the battle was really joined. 

Yet there is no gainsaying that Gov. Rocke- 
feller faced a far more onerous task than did 
Gen. Eisenhower. In his preliminary sound- 
ings around the country he simply failed to 
arouse the deep popular support that was 
indispensable if he hoped to change the or- 
ganization’s mind. 

Partly this was due to superb political foot- 
work by Mr. Nixon, who countered every 
move by his rival with effective fence-mend- 
ing that kept the organization, with few ex- 
ceptions, firmly in line. Partly it was due to 


the fact that the Republican party is in power 
now, and sees its main task as staying in. 
And partly it was due to the refusal, in the 
end, of the powerful Eastern influences rep- 
resented by Thomas E. Dewey to go along 
with an uncommitted new political personal- 
ity who at times must have looked suspicious- 
ly liberal and. ibly uncontrollable. 

Mr. Nixon, is D g if not adaptable, 
may not turn out to be as reliably conserva- 
tive as these forces evidently. hope. That will 
depend upon. what the situation requires. 
But he won the conservatives’ confidence 
where Gov. Rockefeller did not. He showed, 
furthermore, a capacity for public appeal 
which convinced them that he can win in 
November. And so, barring some most sur- 
prising turn of events, he has in effect won 
the nomination seven months before the con- 
vention opens. ‘It is not easy to recall any 
Vice President, occupying an office that has 
historically been the graveyard of ambition, 
who has gathered to himself so much political 
power.

The elimination of a contest in the Repub- 
lican convention can be counted on to 
sharpen the one in the Democratic conven- 
tion. This will be a gain for the public. 
Though organization Democrats may dread 
the divisive effects of battle just as the or-

inherits the principal responsibility of venti- 
lating the issues and conducting the pre-con- 
vention debate. 

A recent illustration of the value of this 
function can be seen in the discussion of the 
Roman Catholic bishops’ opposition to supply- 
ing birth control information on request by 
underdeveloped countries struggling with a 
population explosion. It was exceedingly use- 
ful that the discussion should have taken 
place, for here is an issue the nation will 
simply have to face in-the years ahead. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower did his best to suppress the 
subject. Vice President Nixon ducked it. But 
thanks to the Democratic nomination strug- 
gle, and to the fact that Gov. Rockefeller was 
then still in the Republican race, a discussion 
did take place, and the country was the better 
for it. 

We trust that other issues will be explored 


in the same way. In 1960 of all years the 


country cannot afford the suffocating nar- 
cotic of self-satisfaction. We need questions 
and criticism, not manufactured complacency. 
We neéd to examine our purposes and our 
world position; to subject our defenses, our 
foreign policies, our educational, social and 
moral aspirations to merciless scrutiny; to 
lay bare our very souls in national debate. 

It is a great misfortune that apparently 
very little of this debate will now take place 
within the Republican party. 


The County’s Tax Fiasco 


The incredible tax-bill fiasco unfolding in 
County Collector Ralph L. Devereaux’s office 


is a dramatic symptom of the basic weakness ° 


operating against good government in the 
county. Mr. Devereaux must, of course, bear 
direct and personal responsibility for the 
mess. Not, only his own incompetence, how- 
ever, but an underlying fault in the county’s 
government structure is involved. 

Mr. Devereaux, who doubles in brass as 
chairman of the Democratic Central Commit- 
tee, is an independently-elected official pre- 
siding over his personal patronage empire. 
So too are all the principal administrative 
officers in the county government. 

Mr. Devereaux and the others are respon- 
sible to no higher authority in the courthouse 
for the manner of their performance (or in 
Mr. Devereaux’s case, for his miserable fail- 
ure to perform adequately). They can and 
do ignore Supervisor McNary,.for example. 

Mr. Devereaux’s employes are largely inex- 
perienced Democrats who were installed last 
spring when he took over. He swept the 
office clean of holdover Republicans who had 
learned over the years how to mail out tax 
bills without bringing on a major crisis in 
government. 

The obvious way to prevent any future 
mess in Mr. Devereaux’s office, and to 
forestall the possibility of similar difficulties 
in others of the county’s administrative of- 
fices, is to take them out of politics. .And 
the way to do that is through a charter 
amendment that would make the top office- 
holders appointive on the basis of merit and 
put their employes under a merit system 
something like that in St. Louis. 

It is wishful thinking to expect the ordinary 
political hacks of either party to take the 
lead toward this essential reform. They like 
things the way they are. The jobs require 
no qualifications. And for the party that is 
“in” they provide a soft living for those like 
Mr. Devereaux who like to practice politics 
professionally at public expense. Naturally 
they won’t rock the boat. | 

Even so, former Supervisor Matthews rec- 
ognized this basic shortcoming in county gov- 
ernment and had made some stabs toward 
corrective action. Maybe Supervisor McNary 
is beginning to realize that real changes are 
indicated, and that voters of both parties are 
expecting him to take the lead for the Char- 
ter adjustments necessary to making merit 
rather than politics the rule in the court- 
house. Will he rise to the opportunity? If 
not, some other leader will have to be found, 
perhaps from among those who drafted the 
Charter and know its shortcomings. The 
county cannot afford to suffer through an- 
other mess like the one Mr. Devereaux has 
engineered. —

The story of how the musical “West Side 
Story” is to be produced in Moscow reflects 
no credit on either the Soviet Union or the 
United States. It is a discreditable departure 
from the general run of fine cultural ex- 
changes which have been made between the 
two countries during the past several years. 

Earlier/this year, the State Department re- 
jected an offer of the play’s producers to take 
“West Side Story” to the Soviet Union. The 
department considered it poor propaganda 
for the United States. However, many Soviet 
officials and artists, including Igor Moiseyev, 
director of the folk dance troupe bearing his 
name, had seen and liked “West Side Story.” 
A leading Moscow theater is now producing 
its own version. Since the Soviet Union is 
not a signatory to the International Copyright 
Convention, the Moscow producers can pro- 
duce the musical without permission and they 
can mutilate it as they please. 

So it seems that Arthur Laurents’ variation 
of Romeo and Juliet in the setting of rival 
teen-age gangs will be performed without 
Leonard Bernstein’s music or Jerome Rob- 
bins’s dances, thus becoming a naked story 
of murder and wretchedness among under- 
privileged youngsters in New York. 

This adds up to a stupid performance all 
the way around, but let us not forget that the 
first stupidity was our own. It would have 
been far better for the people of Moscow to 
see the genuine “West Side Story” than it 
will be for them to see the projected bar- 
barized version. As the French actress Simone 
Signoret said in a recent television program 
of Edward R. Murrow’s, referring to the 
movie “The Blackboard Jungle,” intelligent 
Europeans would not consider it a picture 
of a typical American school, and unintelli- 
gent people can hardly be expected to have 
intelligent ideas anyway. :

In the Name of the Law 


Illegal Detention by Police Is Common; Can Be Stopped Only By Public Opinion

A few years ago the Chicago police

We have traditionally cherished the 
rights of the individual and recognized 
that the price of police “efficiency” 
can be intolerably high. 

Police may arrest a suspect only on 
“probable cause’’ to believe that he 
committed a crime. , Federal law pro- 
vides that the person arrested shall 
be taken before a commissioner or a 
judge for a preliminary hearing ‘‘with- 
out unnecessary delay,’’ and the laws

of most states contain similar pro- 


visions. 

These provisions. for a prompt pre- 
liminary hearing or arraignment are 
the very essence of the protection that 
the law affords to the rights of persons 
arrested. If you are ever arrested, it 
is at arraignment that you will be told 
—probably for the first time—of the 
charge against you, -.of your right to 
counsel and to remain silent and that 


any statement you make may be held 


against you. It is on the basis of the 
arraignment that the magistrate, inde- 
dependent of the police, decides wheth- 
er you will be-released immediately 
or held for further action. 


Arraignment marks the end of the 


- almost absolute control of the police 


over you, and the requirement that it 
be held promptly is the best ,method 
yet devised to insure proper police 
action.

The first has recently provoked a 
spate of legislative’ proposals and 
reams of newspaper copy, much of it 
warning that if the law were strictly 
adhered to vicious criminals would be 
turned loose on the public. 


Most of this controversy resulted 
from the Mallory case decided unani- 
mously by the Supreme Court of the 
United States in June of 1957. This 
decision followed closely the case of 
McNabb v. United States decided in 
1943. In both cases the Court inter- 
preted the requirement for arraign- 
ment without unnecessary delay to 
mean’ that statements or admissions 
elicited from a suspect by interroga- 
tion during an unnecessary delay be- 
fore arraignment were inadmissible as 
evidence. 

Public opposition to the Mallory de- 
cision was generated mostly by law- 
enforcement groups which claimed 
that they could not live with it. It has 
only negligible significance in relation 
to the over-all problem of illegal police 
detention. 

First, the McNabb-Mallory rule ap- 
plies only in the federal courts and 
not in the state courts. It applies only 
in trials for the specific statutory fed- 
eral crimes. It generally has no ap- 
plication to any of the common law 


crimes of murder, rape, robbery, bur- 
glary, larceny, arson, etc., because 
these crimes are subject to state juris- 
diction. 

Secondly, even in the federal courts, 
the rule has no application unless the 
arrested person is brought to trial. 

The second aspect of the over-all 
problem is of considerably greater im- 
portance. It is concerned with those 
cases to which the McNabb-Mallory 
rule does not apply. It is well illus- 
trated by an actual example referred 
to several times in last year’s hearings 
before the Senate subcommittee on 
Constitutional Rights. After a robbery 
in Washington, D.C., 90 persons were 
arrested by the police and taken in for 
interrogation, a typical “‘dragnet” ar- 
rest. If we assume that one of these 
persons confésses and the other 89 are 
released after all 90 have been sub- 
jected to the same illegal detention, 
we see that the McNabb-Mallory rule 
can possibly apply only in the case of 
the one who confessed. 

This aspect of the problem has not 
attracted much attention because we 
have so little information about it. 
A very low conviction rate for such 
summary offenses as “loitering” and 
“disorderly conduct” gives rise to the 
inference that these labels are used to 
record arrests on suspicion or for in- 
vestigation. 


It is easy fo see that any solution is 
bound to be more complicated than 
merely writing out a new code of po- 
lice conduct. Any changes made will 
have to be grounded firmly on the 
informed will of the public at large. 
Police methods must reflect the pub- 
lic’s regard for law and for individual 
liberties. If the public presses hard 
for arrests and convictions on the one 
hand and is tolerant of abuses of indi- 
vidual liberties on the other, it is un- 
realistic to suppose that the police will 
impose a higher standard on them- 
selves.

Asked about his weight, the 
world champion said, ‘‘I haven’t 
dared weigh myself after the 
Christmas eating. But I do not 
think there is any danger. I can 
still wear by old clothes.” 

Johansson flew to Sweden just 
for Christmas and will soon re- 
turn to his new home in Switzer- 
land. He said he will start final 
workouts there. 

Asked’ about television and 
radio rights, Cohn said the pro- 
moting group was ready to co- 
operate with anybody but “only 
after conferring - with the box- 
ing commission.”

THE WAY TO ‘an actor’s sou 
is through his ears, with a 
plause, and the frightening part 
of retirement from show business 
is the silence. A. Bonham Bell, 
after more than 50 years on- 
stage, retired in 1954 at the age 
of 69. Silence set in. 


“For about two years,” Bell 
said, “I tried just sitting around 
home or riding around the coun- 
try with my wife. She had been 
in show business as long as I 
had and with both of us away 
from it, out of touch, complete 
retirement was more than I 
could take.”’ 

Bell was saved by the late 
Arthur Siegel, a man he had 
served with in the Spanish- 
American war. They met on the 
street. Siegel’ asked what Bell 
was doifg to make retirement 
enjoyable. 

“Nothing,” said Bell. 

“Don’t do that,” said Siegel, 
“go to work.” 

Siegel was a long way ahead 
of the common run of advice- 
givers. A job went with his 
advice. 

“He was president of the 
Muny Opera then,” Bell said, 
“and he got me a job as guard 
at the stage door. I’ve been on 
that job the past 12 sunimers. 
In the winter I’m on the stage 
door at the American. I’m 
happy every day I’m on the 
job for the simple reason I can 


' speak the language and see the 


people I know.” 

The people he was on the 
stage with are, dead, including 
his wife, but long life has not 
penalized Bell with loneliness. 
He lives with his sister, Mrs. 
Joseph Brown, at 5849 Cates 
avenue. There were 11 children 
in the family and fhree are 
living. An older sister lives in 
Boston. She was a singer and 
when Bell says, “‘She studied in 
Europe,” his pride in his sister 
is as fresh as it was 60 years 
ago. - 
His younger sister, Mrs. 
Brown, was a feature act in 
minstrel shows and that gives 
her credéntials high tone, too. 
When the Bells were young it 
was a fact in show business that 
the minstrel show ‘had raised 
comedy as high as' it could go. 
Mrs. Brown played the male in 


| _ the black-faced team of Bell and 


Arlis, the only women to break 
the minstrels’ all-male practice 
of keeping the laughs to them- 
selves. 

“Too bad we don’t have the 
minstrel shows any more,”’ Bell 
said. “I've a feeling they'd 
pay.” 


Aside from a suspicion ‘that 
some long-laid-away mummy 
of show business such as the 
minstrel. show could rise 
again, Bell’ isn’t actively, in- 
terested in the past. He car- 
ries on one running joke with 
time, a bet he has on himself 
against the Grand boulevard 
viaduct. As a boy he played 
on the , Viaduct while it was 
being built. He considers him- 
self a fair risk to be standing 
around, watching, when the 
viaduct is demolished. 


When he was a boy, Bell stood 
on Grand and watched General 
Sherman’s funeral cortege go 
by, as fine a military pageant 
as the city’s had. Every once 
in a while he ought to stop 
somebody at Grand and Olive, 
some rushing modern with no 
time for the past, and say, 
“Boy, do you know this used 
to be a dirt road with a little 
gravel mixed in and if the dust 
got too dry on the tongue you 
could cure it with a nickel 
beer?” That would teach the 
Sprats @ thing or two about 
progress. 

Bell Khas had an uncommonly 


fine lifetime with progress in St.’ 


Louis. He was born in a small 
house on Clark near Twenty- 
third and the house still stands, 
though not as straight as Bell 
does. He was present? when 


. Union Station was opened and 
he got his first job by running 


away to:the river. He hired on 
a steamboat as a greaser in the 
engine room. His obligation was 
to have his ears at hand when 
the engineer felt an urge to 
clout somebody. 

Bell went up and down the 
river with his ears ringing until

gling actor himself, for one 
thing, and an added bit of in- 
come is not an absolute 
necessity to him, for another. 
He: can live a little better with 
it but he also can live without 
it. 


“I have my Spanish-American 
war pension and social securi- 
ty,’’ Bell said. ‘‘I can get by on 
that if I have to but I couldn't 
have as much fun. Of course, 
tun at 83 doesn’t cost me what 
it used to. 


“The money of this job isn’t 
what’s necessary. The job is 
necessary, to keep me out of the 
rocking chair. When you let your- 
self be put in a rocking chair 
your hopes fall and everything 
else falls with it.’’ 


He comes to the American at 
noon, stays until 4 o’clock, and 
returns at 7 o’clock. He stays 
until traffic has cleared the 
stage door after the perform- 
ance. When the theater is closed 
he amuses himself at a work 
bench in his basement, repair- 
ing neighbors’ electrical appli- 
ances.of minor ills. That is as 
close as he comes to a hobby and 
he does it mainly to be obliging. 
He gets as much pleasure out of 
driving his 1956 Chevrolet around

Driving his car on pleasant 
days is a light echo of the travel 
that was essential to Bell’s ca- 
reer in show business. He was 
traveling 50 weeks of the year 
at one time. He was with the 
Red Feather Opera Company, a 
feature baritone, and played 
San Francisco. right after the 
earthquake. The troupe had to 
walk into town because the San 
Francisco transit system’s rails 
were lying around like broken 
spaghetti. 

Bell finished his career as a 
member of Jack Reid’s Record 
Breakers on the Columbia wheel. 
That was burlesque, the last 
stop for a man who had seen 
vaudeville grow, strut and col- 
lapse. Bell didn’t join the ex-
